India needs freedom to 
develop her people and her re- 
sources, and not the tyranny of 
socialism with its corruption of 
character. Yet, the stark reality 
is that the American dollar is 
being used to help socialize India. 
Let it be said, too, that a

not American dollar aid, begotten 
in freedom, be so used in aid 
and succor that it will encourage 
freedom as the West defines it? 


This is a question for the Con-

Our opponents produced the Ralph 
Roy articles in the Christian 
Century and the releases of the 
Board of Foreign Missions of the 
Presbyterian Church in the U.S.A. 
against me. Naturally all this 
caused a stir on “the hill.” 
Dorsey's friends explained that 
they had nothing against him; it 
was only “McIntire.” But all this 
was only the beginning of revela- 
tions among missionaries.

The Different Accounts of the Four 
Gospels 


By Sidney Collett 


There is no denying the 
ing differences in the Gospel 
evangelists. 

What is the cause, and what 
the meaning of these differences? 
‘They must be due to one of two 
causes—either to the fault of the 
evangelists in not producing a 
faithful record, which would indi- 
cate human weakness; or to a 
definite design on the part of the 
Holy Spirit who inspired them 
which would indicate divine wis- 
dom. 

Now it seems quite clear that 
this cannot have been due to any 
fault—i.e., carelessness or forget- 
fulness—on the part of the evan- 
gelists themselves, for two evident 
reasons,—viz., first, all the dif- 
ferences put together do not furn- 
ish one single case of real contra- 
diction or error; and _ secondly, 
these very differences, when care- 
fully studied, are found to con- 
stitute an added beauty to the 
Gospel narratives. 

We are, therefore, compelled to 
recognize here, as elsewhere in 
the Scriptures, a definite design 
on the part of the Holy Spirit. 

Of course, had it so pleased God, 
the Holy Spirit might have in- 
spired one evangelist only to re- 
cord all. that was necessary to be 
known of the life, teaching, and 
death of the Lord Jesus. But the 
very fact that God chose to have 
four separate accounts of the Gos- 
pel written, in itself indicates to 
the reverent mind that there must 
be a special purpose in each se- 
parate account; while it is evident 
that such purpose could not possi- 
bly have been carried out without 
such differences—i.e., if all had 
recorded the same words and 
deeds in similar phraseology. 

But if four mere uninspired men 
had written their own separate 
and independent accounts, we 
should probably then have seen, 
not a number of differences which 
are perfectly compatible with his- 
torical fact, but as many real con- 
tradictions and inaccuracies as are 
found, for example, in the various 
published accounts of the late 
South African War. While again, 
if four uninspired accounts had 
been written in collusion, every 
attempt would doubtless have 
been made to avoid all such dif- 
ferences aS we now see in the gos- 
pels, in order to make them ap- 
pear genuine. And how simple 
would have been the process, for 
supposing, as some authorities be- 
lieve, that Mark wrote first (al- 
though the order in which the 
first three gospels were written is 
not really known), then Matthew 
and Luke could have checked 
theirs with Mark’s account; while 
John, who wrote last of all, would 
have had the three previous ones 
to compare his with. And so they 
might have all agreed—on the 
surface. But, oh! what we should 
have a, And how we should now 
thank God that these things were 
not left to the will of man. 

Under the Mosaic Law there 
were four great offerings to set 
forth, in the Old Testament, the 
sacrificial work of Christ; and 
although each offering prefigured, 
’ by divine arrangement, that One 
Blessed Person, nevertheless no 
two of them are found to set forth 
the same aspect of the Redeemer; 
and hence of necessity in many 
respects each one of them differs 
from the others; viz.— 

The Sin and Trespass Offerings 
set forth what Christ is to man 
as a sinner. 

The Peace Offering sets forth 


what Christ is to the new-born 
soul.

The Meat Offering sets forth 
Christ’s earthly life as our exam- 
ple.

what Christ is to God. And it was 
the particular view of Christ that 
each offering was intended to set 
forth what constituted the differ- 
ences between them, and furnished

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both the Jews and us with a four- | 


fold view of our Lord which one 
offering alone was quite incapable 


of doing. 
So in the New Testament we 
have four gospels, each setting 


forth some special aspect of that 


matchless life, thus: 

Matthew sets forth Christ as 
Israel's King. 

Mark sets forth Christ as the | 
Servant of Jehovah. | 

Luke sets forth Christ as the 


true Man. 

John sets forth Christ as God. 
And the marvel of it is this—that | 
although, generally speaking, the 
writers all heard the same words 
from the Master’s lips, and they 
all saw the same mighty deeds 
performed; nevertheless, when 
they came to record those words 
and deeds, each gives an account 
of what he saw and heard (and 
sometimes of what he neither saw 
nor heard—iide our Lord's prayer 
in Gethsemane, when the only 
three disciples who were with Him 
were asleep), Which, while being 
absolutely correct, is in many 
respects quite unlike that of all 
the others. Nor is it possible that 
this is accidental, for a close study 
of the four gospels reveals this 
striking fact, that each of them is 
found to follow a particular line of 
thought throughout, as indicated 
above; and from beginning to end 
each maintains its own distinctive 
features, and sets forth the 
Saviour from its own particular 
point of view, whether relating a 
conversation with the Pharisees, 
reporting a sermon, or recording a 
miracle. 

This has been beautifully put in- 


to verse by a personal friend of 
mine, thus :— 
Matthew, Messiah, Israel’s King 


sets forth, by Israel slain: 
But God decreed that Israel’s loss 
should be the Gentile’s gain. 
Mark tells us how, in patient love, 
this earth has once been trod 

By One who, in a servant’s form, 
was yet the Son of God. 

Luke, the physician, tells of a more 
skilled Physician still, 

Who gave His life as Son of Man, 
to heal us from all ill. 

John, the beloved of Jesus, sees in 
Him the Father’s Son; 

The Everlasting Word made flesh, 
yet with the Father One. 


Anything, therefore, in the nature 
of a so-called “harmony” of the 
gospels is very misleading, and 
completely destroys this beautiful 
principle on which the gospels are 
based. 

Take as an example the first 
gospel—that of Matthew. That 
gospel will be searched in vain for 
any clear and full statement of 
the doctrine of salvation by grace; 
although we know, from the Gos- 
pel of John, for instance, that 
Christ did speak very plainly about 
the new birth and _=eé salvation 
through faith in Himself. Why, 
then, does Matthew’s Gospel not 
mention that important subject? 
Because in that gospel the Holy 
Spirit is giving us a view of Christ, 
not as the sinner’s Saviour, but as 
Israel’s King, and consequently 


the 


¥ 
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Matthew was led to record only 
that part of the Saviour’s teaching 
and works which related to the 
principles and laws of “the king- 
dom of heaven,” an expression 
met with again and again in Mat- 


| hew’s Gospel, and nowhere else. 


Here it is we read that Christ 
was “born King of the Jews” 
(Matt. 2:2). Here also we have 
recorded all those wonderful para- 
bles in chapter 13, which are in- 
tended to teach us what “the 
kingdom of heaven is like unto”: 
while the Sermon on the Mount 
to 7), which of course 
has its spiritual application to the 
present dispensation, will never be 
rightly and fully understood until 
it is seen to contain teaching 
which relates primarily to the 
Kingdom. —

This particular line of teaching 
is not found in any of the other 
gospels—at least, it is not the 
prominent thought there. While

This explains, as nothing

for instance): “Go not 
the way of the Gentiles, 
and into any city of the Samari- 
tans enter ye not; but go rather 
to the lost sheep of the house of 
Israel” (Matt. 10:5, 6). 


Or again, on another occasion, 
still speaking as Israel’s King, 
Matthew tells us He said, “I am 
not sent but unto the lost sheep 
of the house of Israel” (Matt. 
15:24). 

The Gospel of John, having been 
written from a different point of 
view, furnishes an equally strik- 
ing example. It is impossible not to 
notice how in this gospel we have 
recorded Christ’s repeated claim 
to His oneness with the Father; 
also His very frequent use of the 
great name of God, “J am,’ in such 
expressions as, “I am the Way,” 
“I am the Good Shepherd,” “I 
am the Door,’ “I am the Bread 
of Life,” ete.; while special at- 
tention is.also called here to His 
Onmiscience, which so astonished 
Nathanael (chap. 1:48). See also 
chapter 2:25, “He needed not that

Moreover, this was the only 


gospel which was written after the 
conception of the Church of God 


had been revealed through the 
apostles (see Rom. 16:25, 26 and 
Eph. 3:5, 6)—viz., that He who 


was from all eternity God (John 
1:1) was yet “made flesh” (John 
1:14), in order that He might pur- 
chase for Himself a people, which 
Should embrace sinners of every 
name and tribe, all of whom 
should be accepted on the ground 
of free grace the moment they 
“believed on his name” (John 1: 
12). And hence, while the deity of 
Christ is John’s great theme, the 
doctrines of grace are more fully 
stated there than in any other 
gospel. 

Indeed, special attention seems 
to be called to this fact in John 
1:11, where the evangelist reminds 
us that “his own” people, the 
Jews, to and for whom He pri- 
marily came, “received him not” 
and hence in this Gospel the door 
of grace is immediately thrown 
open to all. No longer is the invita- 
tion confined to “the lost sheep 
of the house of Israel.” But as 
many (whether Jew or Gentile) as 
receive Him become sons of God, 
(John 1:12). Here also we read, 
“Behold the Lamb of God, which 
taketh away the sin [not of the 
Jews merely, but] of the world” 
(John 1:29); and again, “God so 
loved [not His people, the Jews, 
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I want to thank all of you 
your help to make this the finest 
birthday I have ever had in all my 
forty-one years! You helped won- 
derfully for the Cumberwood Con- 
ference Ground at Bill Rice ranch, 
Murfreesboro, Tennessee.’

If only you could have been 
here, I believe you would feel you 
never invested money in a better 
Gospel cause. Many deaf children 
had no more idea of scriptural 
truths than the heathen in darkest 
Africa. Some actually did not 
know who God is, did not know 
God made the world, had never 


heard of Heaven, or Hell, or sal- 
vation. We did our best—as simply 
as to a _ four-year-old—to teach 


them of Christ’ and how to be 
saved. 

Usually we had two services in 
the morning and two at night. In 
the morning services Cathy taught 
first, with Betty Ann, our fifteen- 
year-old deaf daughter, interpret- 
ing in sign language. Then Miss 
Ruth Privatt, who teaches deaf 
children in Milwaukee, would 
teach a brief lesson. Then we had 
two services at night. In the first 
one, I would bring a brief, simple 
message on how to be saved. We 
would follow this with a film strip 
as a rule, and then a brief inter- 
mission, and after that we usually 
showed a film—sometimes one ol 
the Baptista films, sometimes pic- 
tures I had taken in the States or 
overseas. We had an object lesson 
period. Of course we used many 
visual aids. We used the black- 
board, object lessons, flannelgraph, 
movies, slides, etc. 

One day, out under the trees, we 
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Jished in the lake. 


\can catch 
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led Kistan, our beautiful silver 
Arabian stallion, and a little black 
donkey, side by side before the 
children. I tried to explain to them 
that when Jesus came the first 
time, He left behind all of His 
heavenly riches and came into the 
world as a little baby just like the 
rest of us do. I tried to explain 
that He was poor just like most 
of us. When He went to Jerusalem, 
He did not ride a nice mule, or 
horse, or camel: but rode a little 
donkey. He died for our sins, and 
was buried in a borrowed tomb. 
After three days He arose, and 
after forty-eight days He went 
back to Heaven. But one day He 
is coming again! When He comes 
again, He will come as the con- 
gquering King!

With one possible excep- 
tion, all the children—both deaf 
and hearing—-who were here left 
confessing Christ, and really be- 
lieve they were saved. Only last 
Sunday Dr. Lee Roberson bap- 
tized one of the boys in the great 
Highland Park Baptist of Chat- 
tanooga. Again, thanks to all who 
have helped Cumberwood!!

I believe with one of the notable 
preachers of the past century, so 
far as the fundamentals of the 
faith are concerned, there is power 
“Repeat!” “Repeat!” “Repeat!” 
To indoctrinate and establish 
people we have to add line upon 
line and precept upon precept; but 
alas, when one repeats the same 
line over and over again to the 
same people, he becomes tiresome. 

In my boyhood one of the great 
local preachers in the Kentucky 
section where I lived was a con- 
verted rabbi. The rabbi was a 
peripatetic, never a pastor. He had 
a half dozen sermons and they 
were not so bad, but he repeated 
them so often that the county boys 
knew most of them by heart, so 
when the rabbi was preaching, 
some mischievous boy in the back 
seat would be preceding him by 
two or three lines, telling his 
neighbor kid what was coming 
next. 

In contrast to that conduct, I 
think of my great friend, the 
greatest preacher that the South- 
land has produced in a hundred 
years—Dr. B. H. Carroll of Texas. 
Once when we were in the West 
Texas Bible Conference we were in 
adjacent rooms, with only a door 
between, for ten days. For me 
it was an intellectual treat to have 
the fellowship and sit at the feet 
of that prince among preachers. 

He told me then what I could 
not have believed had I not had 
immutable evidence of the fact; 
namely, that for years he had av- 
eraged reading something like five 
hundred pages a day. He was the

In engaging a servant 
what is required is, not genealogy, 
but character. Hence, in this gos- 
pel, the repeated use of the words 
“straightway,” “immediately,” ‘‘a-

Luke, like Matthew, gives us the 
genealogy again; but, when we 
compare the names with those 
‘given in Matthew, we find many 
of them are quite different; while 
this list goes right back to Adam. 
Why? Because Luke is writing of 
Christ as Son of Man, and there- 
fore we notice here these two 
‘special characteristics: (1) the 
genealogy is given on Mary’s side 
'—His human’ mother — through 
Heli, who was her father [Joseph 
was the actual son of Jacob, Mat- 
thew 1:16; but became son (in- 
law) to Heli on his marriage with 
Mary], thus. emphasizing Christ’s 
| true humanity; (2) the genealogy 
‘is not given to Abraham merely 


_as in Matthew, because this gospel 
does not deal particularly with 
| Christ’s relation to Israel, but it 
is carried right back to the first 
parents of mankind, to show Him 
|as the promised seed of the woman 
| (Gen. 3:15)—-The true Son of 
| Man. 


| John, like Mark, gives no gene- 
_alogy, but for a different reason. 
He is writing of the deity of 
Christ, and so an earthly gene- 
| alogy could have no place here; 
but, instead, he tells us in his very 
| first verse of Christ's divine origin 
before there were any earthly 
genealogies: “In the beginning was 
_the Word, and the Word was with 
God, and the Word was God!” 


We may often see in our shop 
windows two photographs of King 
George V., one arrayed in ‘his royal 
robes, the other in private dress 
as an ordinary man. The differ- 
ences between the two are most 
marked: in the one we see the 
kingly crown, the ermine robe, 
and the royal sceptre; while in 
'the other we see the ordinary at- 
tire of a private gentleman. But 
are these contradictory? The very 
Suggestion is absurd.

I replied, “Christians may, can, 
and do differ radically on social 
and political questions. But I do 
not believe that a Christian can be 
a communist, and there should be 
no room for communism in the 
church of Christ.” As to the spe- 
cific names, I answered that: (1) 
to be a member of the body of 
Christ one had to be born again, 
and (2) I could not Know or judge 
the hearts of these men, but (3) 
I and the whole Christian world 
could and need to evaluate the 
written words of these leaders. 

I quoted from Bennett’s book, 
Realism, his statement 
on the resurrection of Christ: 

“The resurrection of Christ 
means two things at least. Under- 
stood in the most general terms 
it is a symbol for the fact that 
Christ has actually triumphed over 
death in history. But it also refers 
to a specific event, to the event 
which initiated the Christian 
movement. What the real nature 
of this event was we do not know 
and probably we shall never know. 
The evidence that is closest to the 
event itself is the account of Paul, 
confirmed by the gospels, of the 
appearances of Christ to the dis- 
ciples. But the most important evi- 
dence for the resurrection as an 
event is to be found in the Chris- 
tian movement based upon it, 
which links our lives with those 
of the first disciples. To affirm a 
resurrection of Christ’s physical 
body from the tomb is in the line 
of least resistance for the ortho- 
dox. To deny the event entirely 
and affirm the resurrection only 
as a symbol of a general principle 
is in the line of least resistance for 
the religious liberal. I believe that 
we may remain in closer touch 
with the realities if we do neither, 
but rather affirm that all that we 
know of the event is that visions 
of Christ after his death were the 
means by which the disciples be- 
came assured of what was essen- 
tially true—The continuing pres-

Matthew may record the Sermon 
on the Mount (Matt. 5 to 7), while 
Luke, omitting that sermon al- 
together, may record another simi- 
lar sermon preached on the plain

(Mark 10:46). Or, yet again, Mat- 
thew may teach that in order to 
enter into the kingdom it is neces- 
sary to be a doer of righteousness 
(Matt. 5:20 and 19:17-21), while 
John, leading us into the realm of 


grace, may tell us that “he that 
believeth on the Son hath ever- 
lasting life’ (John 3:36). But, 


instead of seeing in these things 
differences which we cannot recon- 
cile, there will dawn upon our 
minds and hearts such a concep- 
tion of the divine purpose and 
plan and perfection of the Bible 
in these gospels as we have never 
had before. 

We will now consider briefly 
two specimen cases where the 
writers are supposed by the critics 
to give conflicting accounts of 
what they saw and heard. 


1. Two Accounts of the 
Sermon on the Mount 


The accounts given in Matthew 
and Luke are compared, and we 
are supposed to be driven into 
a corner, from which there is no 
escape, by the question, which of 
the two really reproduces the 
words of Christ? For instance, did 
He say, “Blessed are the poor in 
spirit” (Matt. 5:3), or, “Blessed 
be ye poor” (Luke 6:20); or again, 
did He say, as in Matthew 7:24, 
“Whosoever heareth these sayings 


of mine,” or, as in Luke 6:47, | 
“Whosoever cometh to me and. 
heareth my sayings?” |

Luke’s reports contain, not two 
conflicting accounts of the same 
sermon, but two separate ané@ 
faithful records of two different 
sermons altogether. 

According to Matthew 5:1 Jesus 
went up into the mountain (evi- 
dently alone), for we read that, 
“when he was set his disciples 
came unto him”: whereas Luke 
tells us that, after He had spent 
a night in prayer on the mountain, 
He came down with his disciples 
and sat on a level place (R.V., 
Luke 6:17). So that it is very 
clear that the Lord Jesus preached 
a somewhat similar sermon on tw6 
different occasions, although itis 
often assumed that Matthew and 
Luke report the same sermon. 

This is further shown by the 
fact that the sermon recorded 
by Matthew was preached some 
time before Matthew was call- 
ed to be a disciple of: Christ—- 
the sermon appearing in chapters 
2, 6 and 7, and the call of Matthew 
in chapter 9:9; whereas, on refer- 
ence to Luke 6:15, it will be seen 
that Matthew was amongst the 
disciples who came down with 
Jesus into the plain (or level 
place) when He preached that secr- 
mon. 


2. The Inscription on 
the Cross 

It is considered by many that 
the four different accounts of the 
inscription on the Cross prove, be- 
vond controversy, that the 
Bible could not possible have becn 
inspired in every word, inasmuch 
as the wording is different in every 
case. 

But those who raise this objec- 
tion surely overlook the fact that 
Pilate—-who was evidently anxious 
that all should read it—-went be- 
yond the usual custom of fixing 
up a condemned man’s accusa- 
tion in one, or at most two lan- 
guages, and in this case had it 
written out in three different lan- 
guages! viz.

be saved from much needless doubt 
and fear. 


Moreover, let us not forget that 
at the time these gospels were 
written, there were then living 
men who had seen the miracles 
and heard the words recorded 
therein, and had read the inscrip- 
tions on the cross. Had there been, 
therefore, the least flaw or devia- 
tion from the truth, or contradic- 
tion between any of the evan- 
gelists’ writings, would not those 
men whose bitter enmity led 
them to crucify the Son of God— 
have been only too ready to detect 
such discrepancies, holding them 
up to the scorn of an unbelieving 
world? Instead of this, however, 
though they hated the writers and 
slew some of them, they were ap- 
parently unable to detect the 
smallest error in their matchless 
writings, albeit those writings 
condemned their wicked ways. 

What shall we, then, say of men 
who, after a lapse of nearly two 
thousand years, would have us 
believe that they know what took 
place,in the days of Christ better 
than those critical Jews, who were 
not only His contemporaries, but 
were also contemporaries of those 
who wrote His gospels? 

We are all acquainted with the 
story of the shield, over which 
two early English knights are said

to have quarrelled and fought so 


desperately, because one of them 
contended that it was made of 
gold, while the other declared it 
was silver; and how, when in their 
rage they had nearly succeeded 
in killing each other, they dis- 
covered that they were both right; 
only, as they had been looking at 
the shield from different positions, 
one saw the side which was gold 
and the other that which was 
Silver. 

How easy, also, would it be to- 
day for four strangers visiting 
London, and arriving at the Bank 
of England from different direc- 
tions, to argue and even quarrel 
as to what was the real position 


of the Bank—one contending that 
it was in Threadneedle Street, a 
second that it was in 
Street, a third that he certainly 
saw it in Lothbury, while a fourth 
might declare positively it was 
pointed out to him in Bartholomew 
Lane; of course, each would na-' 
turally think the others must be 
wrong. And yet, like so 
statements in the gospels; which at 
first sight appear so contradictory, 


all four accounts would be abso-'| 


lutely correct; for the Bank of 
England is, exactly what the gos- 
pels constitute, a four-sided build- 
ing!

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What a world of evidential testi- 
mony can be produced to prove 
this. May I speak from my own 
personal knowledge and thus be 
able to say I speak that I do 
know? One Saturday night in 
High Park Baptist Church, Toron- 
to, I heard a Christian ask God in 
the presence of ten or twelve peo- 
ple to do three specific things for 
an unsaved man for whose salva- 
tion he was burdened and who had 
néglected God’s house for years. 
This man had forbidden his Chris- 
tian family to speak to him about 
his soul, and said he would leave 
the home if they did so. This 
Christian presented three requests 
in prayer. First, that the man 
would be saved on the morrow, the 
coming Sunday; second, that God 
would begin His convicting work 
right then while they were pray- 
ing; third, that the man would 
not only be saved, but become a 
Spirit-filled Christian. These were 
three distinct and specific requests 
that could be answered only by 
God and only in a definite and spe- 
cific way. 

While this man prayed, God 
gave him definite assurance that 
all three petitions would be gran- 
ted. Hie, then, in my hearing con- 
fidently and joyfully thanked God 
in the presence of that group of 
people that God would do all three 
things. What happened? That un- 
saved man came to our church the 
next night, Sunday, a saved man! 
4When I asked him how and when 
he had been saved, he told me he 
had gone to bed Saturday night 
but could not sleep. God’s mighty 
Spirit was striving with him. At 
two o'clock Sunday morning he 

4awoke his wife, told her he was 
‘going to kneel at the bedside and 
_Zive himself to God, and asked her 
if she would do the same. Both did 
so. From the moment when God 
wsaved him that man became an 
‘earnest, soul-winning, Spirit-filled 
‘Christian, and after twenty years 
is still on fire for God and spend- 
ing his time witnessing for Christ. 

Now how could such a threefold 

petition, so definite and detailed, 
be answered unless there was a 
God who heard and answered it? 
‘And if you press me for further 
-authority I will have to tell you 
sthat the man whom God helped 
so to pray and so to believe is the 
man who is preaching to you just 
now. And I tell you that even if 
they burned up all our Bibles and 
closed up all the churches I would 
still believe and know that there is 
a God and that He answered that 
prayer. 


II. The Certainty of 
Meeting God 
Here is the next fact in my text. 
“Prepare to meet thy God” means 
that we must and shall meet Him. 
There is an inevitable, inescapable 


interview with God awaiting every 
man and woman before me now. 
There is one appointment, my un- 
saved friend, that you will have to 
keep. It is this: “It is appointed 
unto men once to die, but after 
this the judgment” (Heb. 9:27). 


Now look at that first state- 
ment, “appointed. ... once to die.” 
I declare those words to be an 
undeniable fact. We must die. Our 
cemeteries, our tombstones, our 
empty chairs, and broken hearts 
prove those words to be true. Men 
must die. You must die. You ad- 
mit that is true, don’t you? Well, 
is that all? Men die and that’s the 
end of it? Oh, hear God’s Word— 
“but after this the judgment.” 
That, I repeat, is one appointment 
you will have to keep. No money 
you offer, no influence you have, 
will help you to evade that person- 
al appearance before the God of all 
flesh. You are helpless to avoid 
death; you admit that, for death is 
certain. You are as helpless to 
avoid meeting God, for judgment 
is as certain as death. You must 
and will meet God. 


Now I am hoping with all my 
heart that some of you are in- 
terested enough in your everlast- 
ing destiny to ask if there is any 
proof that these Bible statements 
are true? How can I believe what 
the Bible says concerning coming 
judgment? That is a reasonable 
question, and God has given us the 
answer. He wrought the greatest 
miracle in history to prove to men 
the certainty of judgment. He 
raised up Christ from the dead to 
be the judge of mankind. In Acts 
17:31 we read, “He hath appointed 
a day, in which he will judge the 
world 
man whom he hath ordained; 
'whereof he hath given assurance 
unto all men, in that he hath 
raised him from the dead.” 


The resurrection of Christ is the 
greatest demonstration of the 
power of God this world has ever 
seen, and here Paul tells us it is 
God’s guarantee to men of the cer- 
tainty of judgment. And who can 
fail to see the connection? For if 
God has appointed Jesus Christ to 
be the judge of men, and He has; 
and if Jesus Christ is dead, then 
how could there be a judgment? 
You cannot hold court.if the judge 
is dead. 

In New York City during World 
War II, several persons were on 
trial for a crime akin to treason, 
The trial had lasted many months, 
and had cost the United States 
Government thousands of dollars. 
Half way through the sessions the 
trial suddenly came to an end, 
court was dismissed and it has 
never been convened. What hap- 
pened? The judge died! 

If the man ordained of God as 


the judge of men is a dead man, 


there cannot be a judgment. You 
cannot, I say, hold a court if the 
judge is dead. If all that is left 
of Jesus Christ is a handful of dust 
in a Syrian grave, you need not 
fear a judgment. But the fact re- 
mains that the man whom God or- 
dained as judge is alive from the 
dead, and you and I will meet Him 
either as Saviour or as Judge. It 
is perhaps one of the best attested 
facts of history that Jesus Christ 
rose from the dead. 

You have heard the proverb,— 
“Dead men tell no tales.’”’ I read 
recently of a missionary who was 
telling the natives that men would 
rise from the dead. The native 
chief was listening. Suddenly he 
stopped the preacher and cried, 
“That must not be.” Lifting his 
strong right arm he said, “This 
arm has slain thousands. Do you 
tell me they shall rise from the

And what a terrible day for the

have never repented of their sin 
which helped nail Christ to the 
cross, but instead have chosen to 
live in unbelief, in wilfulness, in 
disobedience to God, serving the 
world, the flesh, and the Devil, 
instead of the gracious Christ who 
died that they might be saved. 
Yes, my friends, men will find 
that closing their eyes in death 
does not get them out of God's 
hands. John tells us in Revelation 
“Il saw a great white 


throne, and him that sat on it, 


'from whose face the earth and the

This is one meeting all unbelic- 
vers will have to attend. The man 
who has evaded church, who has 
avoided preachers, who has turned 
off the radio when the Gospel was 
being preached, who has refused 
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to listen to the testimony and en- 
treaty of Christian friends—that 
man will have to stand before the 
throne of God and listen to all God 
has to say to him. When Scripture 
says of Christ, “Every eye shall 
see him,” it means every eye. It 
means your eyes. With your own 
actual eyes, in a body raised from 
the dead, you will look upon the 
man Christ Jesus. The light from 
the great white throne will be 
shining full upon you, the voice of 
the Judge will be directed toward 
you, the eyes of the whole assem- 
bled universe will be looking your 
way, and you will have to stand 
there and wait until God is fin- 
ished speaking to you. You cannot 
evade that interview, you cannot 
avoid that meeting. “Prepare to 
meet thy God” means that you 
must and shall meet Him. 


Ill. The Necessity of 
Preparation 

My text, moreover, indicates 
that men must prepare for this 
meeting with God. 

This was the burden on Amos’ 
heart as he cried to his people to 
be prepared to meet God, and it 
is my burden as I urge on you now 
the need of preparation. 

For if men are to appear before 
God in judgment there must be 
some point at issue, some charge 
to be made. What is the moment- 
ous question God will ask of every 
man who has heard the Gospel? 
Will it be whether a man has 
treated his family kindly? or 
whether a merchant has run his 
business honestly? or whether a 
man has treated his neighbor 
fairly? What is the one supreme 
question to be asked of men when 
they stand in the presence of God? 

If you were going into a court- 
room as defendant to meet a 
charge and you did not know what 
the charge was, or what evidence 
was on hand to prove it, would 
you not welcome information on 
the subject? I would. And if some 
friend, acquainted with the case, 
and knowing the evidence you 
would have to face, informed you 


> ..0f the facts, so that, if possible, 


you could prepare for the trial, 
would you not thank the friend 
who informed you? I would, and 
I think any rational person would 
do the same. Listen then, as to a 
friend, while I speak to you of the 
question you will face when you 
meet God. 

You may recall that at the Pass- 
over season, when Jesus Christ 
was on trial, Pilate offered to re- 
lease a prisoner of the people’s 
choice, and suggested the release 
of Christ. The people, however, re- 
fused Christ and chose Barabbas. 
This Barabbas was a robber, a 
traitor, and a murderer, yet they 
chose him instead of the gracious 
Son of God who had healed their 
sick, cleansed their lepers, and 
actually raised their dead. But this 
was not all. Having refused Jesus, 
Pilate then brought Jesus before 
them and said, “What then shall 
I do with Jesus which is called 
Christ? They all say unto him, Let 
him be crucified.’ And crucified 
He was. 

It was to this trial and crucifix- 
jon that Peter referred in Acts 3: 
14,15, when he. laid this terrible 
charge against his own people, 
“But ye denied the Holy One and 
the Just, and desired a murderer 
to be granted unto you; And 
killed the Prince of life.” 

What a terrible charge to lay 
against anyone—they not only re- 
jected the only one who could save 
them, but they actually put Him 
to death. And that, dear friend 
unsaved, is the fearful charge God 
lays at the door of every unbe- 
liever who has heard the Gospel 
of the cross and yet has rejected 
Christ as the Saviour of his soul. 

For man has only two masters 
to serve, Satan or the Saviour, 
and whether he knows it or not, 
and whether he admits it or not, 
if he is not serving and worship- 
ping Christ, he is serving and wor- 
shipping Satan. 

This enemy of God and man, 
like Barabbas, is a robber, a trai- 
tor, a murderer. He is a robber 
who robs the human heart of true 
happiness; he robs the body of 
purity; he robs the soul of peace, 
of hope, of faith in God. He is a 
traitor—a rebel against God. The 
Bible tells us he was guilty of 
treason against the throne of God 
and was cast out of Heaven. And 


he is a murderer. To the unbe- 
lieving Jews Jesus said, “Ye are 
of your father the devil, and the 
lusts of your father ye will do. He 
was a murderer from the begin- 
ning” (John 8:44). 

Now every man who has heard 
of Christ and His death for sin- 
ners has to decide and will decide 
whether he will repent of his sin 
or continue in his sin; whether he 
will serve Christ or Satan. As the 
Jews had no other alternative of 
choice but between Christ or Bar- 
rabbas, neither have we. Neu- 
trality is impossible when con- 
fronted by that cross. 

What was the sin that cruci- 
fied Christ? It was the sin of un- 
belief. Therefore, unless men re- 
pent of their unbelief and take 
their stand with Christ and His 
people, they become linked with 
the murder of the Son of God, they 
share the guilt of His crucifixion. 
This fearful indictment will then 
be laid against them— “Ye denied 
the Holy One and the Just, and de- 
sired a murderer to be granted 
unto you, and killed the Prince of 
life.” And oh, let me ask you, men 
and women unsaved, are you will- 
ing to meet God* with such a 
charge hanging over you? 


IV. You Can Now Prepare 
to Meet God 


And that brings me to my clos- 
ing point and this glorious fact to 
proclaim, namely, THE POSSI- 
BILITY OF BEING PREPARED 
TO MEET GOD. 

What a solemn task has been 
mine thus far telling you of com- 
ing judgment. It is no pleasure for 
a preacher to warn his fellow men 
of evil to come. But, thank God, 
that is only part of our message, 
for now it is my glad privilege to 
tell you that you can be prepared 
to meet God; that you can actually 
look forward to that meeting as 
the grandest moment of all your 
existence. 

It is a blessed day in a man’s 
life, and the beginning of his sal- 
vation when he sees and admits 
that it was his sin that helped 
nail Christ to the cross. This was 
John Newton’s experience as set 
forth in his great hymn: 


In evil long I took delight, 
Unawed by guilt or fear, 

Till a new object met my sight, 
And stopped my mad career. 


I saw One hanging on a tree 
In agony and blood; 

He fixed His languid gaze on me, 
As near that cross I stood. 


Oh, never to my latest breath 

Shall I forget that look: 

It seemed to charge me with His 
death, 

Though not a word He spake. 


My conscience felt and owned its 
guilt 

And plunged me in despair; 

I knew my sins His blood had 
spilt, 

And helped to nail Him there. 


That, my friend unsaved, is the 
first and necessary step in your 
salvation—to see that your sin 
was on Christ and helped to put 
Him to death. Acknowledge that 
fact and you are then ready to 
consider the next verse in the 
song: 

Another look He gave which said, 

“I freely all forgive. 

My blood was for thy 
shed, 

I died that thou mightst live.” 


Here, then, is the glorious good 
news that Christ actually died to 
save the very men who put Him to 
death. It is clearly stated in God’s 
Word that “Christ died for the un- 
godly.” Think of that. I believe it, 
and millions of others have be- 
lieved it, and thus we are prepared 
to meet God. For our attitude 
toward that cross decides our des- 
tiny. What we do with the Holy 
One who hung there decides 
whether or not we are prepared 
to meet God. “Christ died for our 
sins according to the scriptures,” 
and when we acknowledge that 
fact before God, repent of our sin 
and receive Christ as our sin- 
bearer, then it is that God accepts 
His death as on our behalf and 
grants forgiveness. Not only so, 
but God actually puts to our credit 
the perfect and sinless life of 
Christ so that when we meet God 
we are before Him as righteous as 
His beloved Son. What we do with 
Christ down here, decides what 
God will do with us up yonder.

If one goes to the 3rown, 
Driver, and Briggs Lexicon, the 
English edition of Gesenius, he 
should know ahead of time that 
both Brown and Briggs were 
widely-known unbelievers, both 


tried for heresy. The Encyclopedia 
Britannica says the following 
about Briggs: “In 1892 he was 
tried for heresy by the presbytery 
of New York and acquitted. The 
General Assembly, to which the 
case was appealed, suspended Dr. 
Briggs in 1893. ” He then was 
ordained as an Episcopalian, the 
Episcopal church then being less 
fearful of modernism, we suppose, 
than the Presbyterian. 

Francis Brown would be quick- 
ly-chosen as a scholar friendly to 
the modernist. and the infidel 
Jewish viewpoint regarding the 
virgin birth of Christ. He was 
a graduate, a professor, then 
president of Union Theological 
Seminary, New York. He _ too 
“was tried for heresy before the 


Presbyterian General Board. but 
was exonerated’ in 1911, Says 
Encyclopedia Britannica. 

Samuel R. Driver, who with 


Brown and Briggs prepared - the 
Brown, Driver and Briggs Hebrew 


Lexicon (an English revision of 
Gesenius’ work) was so notor- 
ious aS a modernist that we be- 


lieve no one will deny his opposi- 
tion to the infallible inspiration 
of the Bible and the virgin birth. 


Hebrew-English lexicons § are 
little used, have scant sale, and 
are very expensive. (A copy of 


Brown, Driver and Briggs costs 
about $25.) So there has been 
little incentive for scholars’ to 
prepare new and better ones. 
Besides, every English Bible has 
the translation of every word 
used in the Hebrew Old Testa- 
ment, and -is as reliable as a 
Hebrew Lexicon. 


But the thoughtful reader will 
easily see why a good scholar 
Should study rather the way 
words are used by divine in- 
spiration in the Old Testament, 
to find their meaning, rather 
than to go blindly by the opinion 
of unbelieving scholars. For a 
modernist translator simply to 
take the-opinion of a modernist 
Hebrew  lexicographer about 
whether Isaiah 7:14 foretells the 
virgin birth or not, when both ol! 
them already believe and hope it 
does not, is no way for a Bible- 


believing Christian to come to 
the truth. Would you take the 
word of a tavern keeper that 


beer is helpful? If he employed a 
doctor who was a drinker to give 
a medical opinion, and the doctor 
said he found beer not harmful, 
would you believe that prejudiced, 
biased opinion? Well, any man 
who rejects Christ and the Bible 
is more wrong in motive than 
the tavern keeper and the drink- 
er. Never trust an enemy of the 


Bible as a biblical scholar! The 
idea that a modernist may be 
thoroughly honest and unbiased 


in head while wickedly unbeliev- 
ing in heart is naive and false. 

Of course the modernist might 
like to prove his point by the 
simple, unsupported opinion of 
another modernist. But that is 
really not the scholarly thing to 
do. 

Consider a moment; do you 
really believe that the thing a 
scholar would do first in trying 
to understand a Hebrew’ word 
would be to simply look in a 
lexicon, and learn one man’s 
opinion about it? No, obviously 
the schélar would turn to the 
Bible and find how God Himself 
uses a Hebrew word and what 
it actually meant in Hebrew 
usage. . 

Lexicons can make lots of mis- 
takes. Any book which is made 
up of the opinions of one man 
is liable to mistakes. And if that 
man preparing a Hebrew lexicon 
were influenced by infidel Jews, 
who set out after Christianity

lated the Bible into Latin, the 
basic version generally used by 
the Catholic church. Devout men 


and women have with arduous 
labor and many prayers translat- 
ed the Bible or portions of the 
Bible into hundreds of languages 
and dialects. ‘Thank God for them 
all. But the simple fact that 
in the English language, the 
King James Version is the great- 
est translation of them all. I 
mean it is greatest in popularity, 
greatest in actual usefulness, 
greatest as a classic influence on 
literature and language. For over 
300 years, since the King James 
Version was translated in 1611, 
it has been the greatest single 
inflyence on the English language 
and literature, the greatest single 
weapon in the spread of the 
Gospel, and in the work of Bible- 
believing churches and preachers. 

When one considers ail 
events that led up to the 
James translation of the Bible, one 
is deeply impressed that the Eng- 
hsh-speaking race was waiting, 
that Christians were most fervent- 
ly praying for a dependable, honest,

and beautiful translation of the 
Word of God in English. Great 
Puritan scholars joined with 


church of England bishops and 
scholars. High church, low church, 
and non-conformists united, 54 
scholars of them, and arduously 
labored to translate from _ the 
original Greek and Hebrew Scrip- 
tures our English Bible. 

No other translation in the 
history of the world has been so 
loved, has been so used, has 
proved itself under the» blessing 
of God as the King James Version. 
It was born in the days when 
the English language was young. 
The purity of the language and 
its richness are incomparably 
above that of any later English 
version of the Bible. Some English 
words have changed their meaning 
and now are obsolete. In a few 
cases, particularly in the New 
Testament, later manuscripts 
have been discovered which help 
to clarify some disputed points 
and to purify the translation in 
minor details. But in many ways, 
the King James translation of 
the Bible is the greatest transla- 
tion in the English language, as 
attested alike by the devotion of 
the common people, by the ac- 
claim of scholars for its majestic 
English, and by the blessing of 
God Himself upon its use. 


The scholars who prepared the 
King James Version of the Bible 
were learned men and most of 
them, we trust, were very devout 
men. And they honestly translat- 
ed Isaiah 7:14 as ““Therefore the 
Lord himself shall give you a 
sign; Behold, a virgin shall con- 
ceive, and bear a son, and shall 
call his name Immanuel.” That 
translation by such _ scholars, 
which has endured for more than 
300 years, must have the respect

Ill. The American Standard 
Translation of 1901 Corrects 
Errors in King James 
Version 

A great group of English and 
American scholars brought out 
in 1885 the English revised ver- 
sion of the Bible. The American 
scholars, however, were not en- 
tirely satisfied with this version, 
and it was agreed that they should 


continue their work, and that 
after 15 years they might bring 
out an American revision. So in 


1901, after 15 years of work, the 
great group of American scholars 
somewhat more conservative® in 
theology than the _ English 
scholars, brought out what is now 
called the American Standard 
Version of the Bible. It is a great 
translation. One or two serious 
mistakes were made, notably in 
Il Timothy 3:16. Here the King 
James Version says, “All scripture 
is given by inspiration God, 
profitable for doctrine, 
for reproot, for correction, for in- 
struction in righteousness.” The 
American Standard Version 
changes this to read, “Every 
scripture inspired of God is profit- 
able. In that verse, it appears 
that a concession was made to 
the modernists. But that particu- 
lar translation of the verse is 
inadequate, and even the new RSV 
reverts to the old translation 
Saying, “All scripture is inspired 
by God and profitable for teach- 
ing, for reproof, for correction, 
and for training in righteousness.”’

But on the whole. the American | 


Standard Version of the Bible was 
a real revision of the King James. 
It brought the King James 
Version up to date. The Alex- 
andrian and Sinaitic manuscripts, 
both older, we believe, than any 
manuscript” which was available 
when the King James translation 
was made, were available for the 
translation of the American 
Standard Version. 

It is fair to say that no new 
discoveries of any importance 
have occurred since the transla- 
tion of the American Standard 
Version which would really justify 
any important changes in the 
American Standard Version. In 
1947 the oldest manuscript copy 
of Isaiah known to be in existence 
was discovered in Palestine. It 
is estimated that this manuscript 
is over 2,000 years old, and is 
dated at about 200 B.C. But, 
happily, it coincides almost exact- 
ly with the corrected Hebrew 
text which we already have. So 
the RSV has no new material 
which would give it a right to 
claim that it is more accurate 
than the American Standard 
Version. 

Actually, the American Stand- 
ard Version is far superior to 
the new RSV. For one thing, the 
translators had a holy reverence 
for the actual wording of the 
original manuscripts,’ as repre- 
sented by the texts at hand. They 
did not set out brazenly ' to 
change the texts to what they 
supposed it might have meant, 
as did the RSV translators. For 
another thing, the translators of 
the American Standard Version 
vety carefully put any interpolat- 
ed words, which were not in the 
original Greek or Hebrew, in 
italics in the English version so 
that honest people at a glance 
know which words are the actual 
words translated from the manu- 
scripts, just as did the transla- 
tors of the King James Version. 
For another, the American Stand- 
ard translators never tried to 
play down prophecies in the Old 
Testament which are quoted in 
the New Testament as referring 
to Jesus Christ. They accepted it 
as a fact that the Old Testament 
does have Messianic prophecies 
referring to Christ, and that these 
prophecies are fulfilled in the 
New Testament. And still another 
way in which the American 
Standard Version is far superior 
to the new RSV, translated 
principally by modernists, is that 
they do not make a distinction 
in the way Jesus Christ is ad- 
dressed from the way God is ad- 


dressed. The RSV_ keeps the 
old English form of address, 
“thou” and “thee’. and “thine” 


for God the Father, but uses the 
ordinary ‘“‘you” and “yours” for 
Jesus Christ in most cases. 

I say that the American Stand- 
ard Version is more. accurate,

more scholarly, more reverently 
done, and immensely more trust- 
worthy than the new Revised 
Standard Version. 


And how did the many scholars, 
from many denominations, great 
men who worked 15 years trans- 
lating the American Standard 
Version—how did they translate 
Isaiah 7:14? They translated it 
‘Behold, a virgin shall conceive, 
and bear a son, and shall call his 
name Immanuel.” They knew 
that in Isaiah 7:14 God was 
prophesying the virgin birth of!

Since that time Christ-reject- 
‘gnc-Jews have been working day 
‘and night to try to prove that 
Jesus is not the Messiah prophe- 
sied in the Old Testament. Jews 
even began to insist that the 
word almah in Isaiah 7:14 did 
‘mot. mean virgin but simply a 
young woman. Jews, who them- 
‘selves are against Jesus Christ, 
have never admitted that He is 
God's Son, have never trusted 
Kiim as Saviour, are determined 
to uphold Judaism and fight 
Christianity. Therefore they do 
not want to admit that Isaiah 
7:14 foretells the virgin birth of 
Jesus Christ. If they must admit 
that Jesus Christ was born of a 
Virgin, then they must admit 
that He is God’s Son whom they 
tejected and crucified. So modern, 
tinconverted Jews, like Dr. Orlin- 
tky, the orthodox Jew on the 
committee which translated the 
RSV, are dead. set against letting 
Isaiah 7:14 foretell the virgin 
birth of Christ. So, the modern 
Jewish translation of the Old 
Testament does not translate the 


Flebrew word almah as virgin, 
maturally. You cannot depend on 
any translation of this verse by 


Jesus 
the 


people who do not love 
Christ or accept Him as 
Saviour, God’s Son. 

* But oh, if we could only go 
back before the time of Christ 
and find orthodox Jews who loved 
od and looked forward to the 
coming of the Saviour, Jews who 
spoke the Hebrew language every 
day, and let them _transiate 
Isaiah 7:14 for us! How wonder- 
ful it would be, if we could have 
Jewish scholars who love the Old 
Testament Scriptures and who 
understood them, and who spoke 


that language every day, trans- 
late them for us so we would 
know what Jews meant when 


they said almah. 

Well, fortunately we do 
exactly that kind of a transla- 
tion’ Some 200 years before 
Christ a great group of Jewish 
scholars were gathered in Alex- 
andria, Egypt, to translate the 
Cid Testament Scriptures into 

eek. These Jews could, of 
course, read the Scriptures in 
their original Hebrew language. 
They had read the Scriptures in 
Hiebrew from. childhood; they 
spoke the same language every 
day. But the Greek civilization 
had reached Egypt and people 
begged that the Scriptures should 
bé made available in the Greek 
language which was then common 
around the Mediterranean Sea. So 
we have a translation of Isa. 7: 
14 made by Hebrew scholars, 
#everent men who believe it and 
who spoke Hebrew as a native 
language. 

It is said that there were 70 
of these Hebrew scholars who 
translated the Old Testament out 
of their own language into the 
Greek. 


And thow did they translate 
Isaiah 7:14? These men who 
translated the Septuagint trans- 
Iated the Hebrew word almah by 
the Greek word parthenos, the 
game Greek word which is used 
é&x.. our New Testament and is 
translated by all scholars as

says that almah means virgin 
and that God in Isaiah 7:14 
prophesied the virgin birth of 
Christ. 


We find that Jewish scholars, 
long before Christ was born, 
translated their Old Testament 
Scriptures, when Hebrew was a 
living language, which they used 
every day, and they translated 
Isaiah 7:14, to say “Behold, a 
virgin shall conceive, and bear a 
son.” They put it in the Greek 


language, but they used the word 


But is there some other trans- 
lation to which we can go to find 
even more surely the exact mean- 
ing of Isaiah 7:14? Is there even 
a divinely’ inspired, _infallibly 
correct translation? Yes, thank 
God, there is! God Himself has 
a divinely inspired translation of 
Isaiah 7:14. Not only do we have 
the promise of Isaiah 7:14 in the 
Old Testament. We have a divine- 
ly-inspired, perfect, infallible 
translation of Isaiah 7:14 in the 
New Testament! 


In Matthew 1:18-25 we have 
an inspired story of the birth of 
Jesus which is as follows: “Now 
the birth of Jesus Christ was 
on this wise: When as his mother 
Mary was espoused to Joseph, 
before they came together, she 
was found with child of the Holy 
Ghost. Then Joseph her husband, 
being a just man, and not willing 
to make her a public example, 
was minded to put her away 
privily. But while he thought on 
these things, behold, the angel of 
the Lord appeared unto him in 
a dream, saying, Joseph, thou son 
of David, fear not to take unto 
thee Mary thy wife: for that 
which is conceived in her is of 
the Holy Ghost. And she shall 
bring forth a son, and thou shalt 
call his name JESUS: for he 
Shall save his people from their 
sins. Now all this was done, that 
it might be fulfillled which was 


spoken of the Lord by _ the 
prophet, saying, Behold, a virgin 
shall be with child, and _ shall 


bring forth a son, and they shall 
call his name Emmanuel, which 
being interpreted is, God with us. 
Then Joseph being raised from 
sleep did as the angel of the 
Lord had bidden him, and took 
unto him his wife: And knew her 
not till she had brought forth 
her firstborn son: and he called 
his name JESUS.” 


Note that in this wonderful 
passage there is a clear repetition 
of the promise of Isaiah 7:14. Re- 
member that the Apostle Matthew 
was inspired to write his gospel 
in the Greek language. So the 
Holy Spirit ‘translated Isaiah 7: 
14 from Hebrew to Greek, and 
Matthew put it down just as God 
gave it to him. And the Greek 
word used for almah by the 
Holy Spirit is parthenos, meaning 
virgin as all scholars gree. 
Notice Matthew 1:22, 23, “Now 
all this was done, that it might 
be fulfilled which was spoken of 
the Lord by the prophet, saying, 
Behold, a virgin shall be with 
child, and shall bring forth a son, 
and they shall call his name 
Emmanuel, which being inter- 
preted is, God with us.” 

Verse 22 says that this occur- 
ence of the virgin birth of Christ 
came to pass for an express pur- 
pose of fulfilling Isaiah 7:14. 


“Now all this was done, that it 


which undisputedly means virgin, 


might be fulfilled which was 
spoken of the Lord by the prophet 
saying. . .”” and the saying which 
is given is that of Isaiah 7:14. 
And God translated Isaiah 7:14 
as saying, “Behold, a virgin shall 
be with child, and shall bring 
forth a son, and they shall call 
his name Emmanuel.” That is the 
end of the quotation from _ the 


Old. Testament, but the Holy 
Spirit also gave the interpreta- 
tion of Emmanuel, “which _be- 


ing interpreted is, God with us.” 

Here we have the blessed 
promise in Isaiah 7:14 translated 
from the Hebrew to the Greek. 
And the one who did the trans- 
lating was the Holy Spirit of God 
Himself. Hence we know that He 
di& it perfectly. 

Now it happens that everybody 
agrees about the translation of 
Matthew 1:23. Even the Revised 
Standard Version, translated 
principally by modernists who did 
not believe in the virgin birth, 
could not get around the plain 
message. “Behold, a virgin shall 
be with child’’ (or conceive). And 
the word virgin here in the Greek, 
as the Holy Spirit Himself trans- 
lated it, is the word parthenos. 
And everybody agrees that it 
means virgin. Even the modern- 
ists agree that it means virgin. 
So really we have a divine trans- 
lation which says that Isaiah 7:14 
says, “‘Behold, a virgin shall con- 
ceive, and bear a son...” or “Be- 
hold, a virgin shall be with child, 
and shall bring forth a son. . .” 
which means exactly the same 
thing and no difference at all. 


How can anybody deny that 
Isaiah 7:14 foretold the virgin 
birth of Christ? How can ANY- 
BODY say that the Hebrew word 
almah does not mean virgin? The 
only way anybody can say it is 
that they do not believe Matthew 
1:22 and 23 is inspired of God! 

These scholars who, translated 
the RSV would nof* take’ the 
scholarship of the Jews before 
Christ who translated the Sep- 
tuagint. They would not agree 
with the scholars who translated 
the King James Version of the 
Bible, the greatest English Ver- 
sion ever published. They § will 
not agree with the great scholars 
who, in 1901, published the 
American Standard Version. 
THEY WILL NOT AGREE WITH 
GOD’S OWN DIVINELY IN- 
SPIRED TRANSLATION OF 
ISAIAH 7:14! Obviously any 
scholar who will not take God’s 
own translation is wrong. He is 
wrong in his heart and wrong in 
his head and cannot be trusted 
as a translator. 


Now let me remind you again 
of the thing I said when I started 
this series of articles. Everybody 
can absolutely know that Isaiah 
7:14 foretells the virgin birth of 
Christ, and that the Hebrew 
word almah ought to have been 
translated virgin as it thas been 
done in the past by the best 
scholars and Bible believers. But 
in order to have God's Spirit to 
help, one must first be born 
again. God does not promise to 
reveal His truth to Christ-reject- 
ing sinners. “But the natural man 
receiveth not the things of the 
Spirit of God: for they are fool- 
ishness unto him: neither can he 
know them, because they are 
Spiritually discerned” (I Cor. 2: 
14). Second, one, to be sure to 
know the will of God, must be- 
lieve the Bible. Jesus said in 
Luke 24:25 that one who is slow 
to believe the Bible is a fool. One 
who denies the authority of the 
Bible cannot be trusted to in- 
terpret or translate the Bible. 
And third, one who wants to be 
sure of the truth as he reads 
these evidences, overwhelming 
evidences, that Isaiah 7:14 
promises the virgin birth of 
Christ must be willing to do the 
will of God. In John 7:17 Jesus 
said, “If any man will do his 
will,” (or as the American 
Standard Version has it, “He that 


is willing to do his will’) “he 
shall know of the doctrine, 
whether it be of God. ”’ The 


new heart with the Holy Spirit 
to guide, the honest bowing to 
the authority of the Bible, and a 
surrender of the will to Christ 
mean that one can know the truth 
if he wants to on the important 
matter. 


I have spent long weeks of 
study on this matter. If those 
scholars who translated the RSV 
had spent as much time, and had 
been as honestly willing to see 


just what the Bible itself teaches 
on this matter, they would have 
found the same truth. 

But next week we will have 
more wonderful truth showing 


that almah was the only correct 
word for the Holy Spirit to use 
in Isa. 7:14 to foretell the virgin 
birth of Christ. Be sure to read 
it!
